other of the like occaſion, and ſo by a little Practiſe, a- 
- mongſt our Ingenious Profeſſors, this moſt ſublime Art of 
Aſtrqſogy, will be practiſed in its true Method ; which Di- 
vinative Art 15,and hath, been the moſt abuſed of any Art 
under the Celeſtial Canopy, by a parcel of bare pretend- 
ers, who perhaps may form a Scheam, but when they have 
done, know no more how to give Judgement, ( notwith- 
ſtanding their Twenty one Years Experience) then thoſe 
who ask the Queſtion, only they have got ſome of the in- 
neceſſary 'Lerms of Art, with which-they tella fair Sto- 
ry, the whole time ftareing the Querent in the Face 
Auſterely, and ſo deceive the World ; neither ſhould it 
be expoſed to ſuch common Uſes, as our Nox- Artiſts a- 
boat this City put it to; and as I faid before , notwith- 
ſtanding their 21 Years Experience, in all that time have 
not learned 2x Grains of Sence, wiuch may- properly be 
referred to this ingenious Art, the underſtanding of which 
they ſo much pretend te ; yet this we mult acknowledge, 
we are extraordinarily beholding to 3. or 4 of our Famous 
Country Men, who by their learned Volumns, havemade 
known to theWorld, that which before they knew not, 
as that moſt Ingenious Piece of Art, eatituled Mr. Coley's. 
Clavis,and that Laborious and incomparable, Mr.Gadbary's 
Do#rine of Nativities ; thus I conclude my tweaty Geni- 
tures, with ſome Cautions worthy of Obſervation, by che 
Ingenious Afﬀtrologer, as well for the Judging of Horary 
Figures, as Nativities, which are as tclloweth.

Tf, Arrowly obſerve ali the AſpeQs, as well thoſe in 

the World, as thoſe in the Zoazack, for many 
times a Zgatacal Aſpect may promiſe good in the Buft- 
neſs, when there may be a Mundaze Aſpe will fruſtrate 
the good promiſed þy the other, and thar is the Reaſon, 
our Artiſts ſo many times fail in their Judgment ; alſo 
Parallels in this calc, are to be caretully heeded, whether 
they be Parallels of Declination, or in the World, for by 
thoſe Parallels, many times the Planets aſſume other Na- 
tures, for 9 or y, by being in Parallel of 6 or 4, may 
rake their Nature ſo much, that they are wholly Infor- 
runes; theſe things being obſerved, I doubt not, but 4- 
ſtrology, will obtain as much Creddit, as now it doth re- 
proach, which is not occaſioned by the Art, but by the 
Artiſt ; for it had the Venerable Eſteem of many Famous 
Perſons, (even in the firſt Age of the World) if we may 
believe that Famous Antiquary , Joſephs, and I doubt 
not but moſt of the Patriarcks were well acquainted with 
this kind of Learning, but we 1n this Age are fo ſtupid, 
to think,. that it isa thing by chance or lot, and not to be 
much relied upon, for ſay they, the Aftrologer looks no far- 
ther than the Stars, and by their notions and aſpetts, he maket) 
a Judgment according to his own fancy, and he tells us a ſtory 
of th and 8 being Infortnnes, and of \ and 9 being Fortunes, 
when the Stars are at that waſt diſtance, that it is almoſt im- 
poſſible we ſhould feel any of their Influence. 

To which I anſwer, when the Almighty had finiſhed ' 
the Creation, he made Laws and Bounds to every part 
thereof, and the © » and Stars he made for Signs, for 
Seaſons, for Days, and tor Years. Gez. 1. 14. and then it 

| tollows, 
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follows, they were alſo to give light upon the Earth:Now 
by reaſon they were for Signs, conſequently they -mult 
Signitfy ſomerhing, and Godin the+s of Efa. r4. hath this 
ſharp Se atence, Therefore my. People are gone? into Captivity, 
becauſe they have no knowledge.. and Solomon ſaith, the wiſe 
Man fall-th forward, bat the fool faileth backward, that 1s the 
wiſe Man (according to Prolomy's laying in his Cext. Apho. 
5 ) tall, bur he foreſces it, and 15 prepared before it comes, 
but the Fool never regards it till it is upoa him, and fo 1s 
taken like a Bird in an evil Net; now I would not be 
m {underitood in this place to tie a fatal neceſſity upon the 
Stars, knowing tiat he that made them,can counter-mand 
their Power, neither do TI think, that the Stars 1n them- 
ſelves have any Power to Att or do any thing, no. more 
then the Body without the Soul; for it is not from the 
Stars, that we have Coldneſs, Dryneſs, Peſtilence, Fanuae, 
or Plenty, or any other thing either good or bad, and yer 
they are the Signs of all-theſe "Things, and in this I muſt 
forſake the Opinion of Placiams, whoſe Words are uſed in 
the firſt part of this Book, who ſaith, The Stars cannot be 
Signs of Effet, unleſs tiey be Canſes alſo: but then you will 
lay, how can that be, or from whence do the Caules pro- 
ceed ? (I anſwer) from thoſe Governing ' Angels which are. as 
Watch-men, appointed to . Execute: the Will of the Almighty, 
+ and that there are Seaven of thoſe Angels, ( according to 
the Number of the Planets or Erratick Stars) is plain trom 
Scripture, for 1n the 3 of the. Rev. and the 2wv. St. John 
faith, 4nd T ſaw the Seaven Angels, which ſtood before the Pre- 
ſence of God, and to them was given Seaven Trumpets; and 
when they came to Sound 1a their Order, ſome {mote the 
Seas, another the Trees, and the other darkened the S»z, 
and every one as they Sounded, produced heavy Judg- 
ments among the.Inhabitants of the Earth, and St. Pau/1n 


the 1 of Heb. and the 14 faith, dre they not all mimiſtring 
Optrets, 
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Spirits, ſent forth to Miniſter for them who ſhall be Heirs of 
Salvation; -and if for miniſtring Spirits to the Godly, un- 
doubtedly, they are likewiſe Scourges for the Wicked ; 
for when Balazm went about that unjuſt Exerciſe, the An- 
gel ſtopt him by the way; and when the rude Sodomites 
went groping about the Street, they knew not the Reaſon, 
but might well ſippoſe it ſome giddyneſs ot Brain, when 
it was the Angel that {more them with Blindneſs ; like- 
wiſe when the Agyprians firlt Born were all .itruck dead 
in one Night, the Afrologers would Judg ſome ſtrange 
Configuration of the Planets, but it was done by an An- 
gel: Had we {cen thoſe. thouſands -of the 1ſraelzzes fall fo 
{uddainly of the Flague, we ſhould have been apt to at- 
tribute it to ſome ſuddain infection of the Air, but Holy 
David ſaw it was an Angel with His Sword drawn ; 
thus humane Reaſon is apt to aſcribe Events to wrong 
Cauſes, attributing thoſe .things:to an ordinary courſe of 
Nature, which the. God.of Nature doth by Supernatural 
Agents ; and that every Country, City, nay, and every 
particular Perſon, hath his or their, governing Angel is ve- 
- ry plain, for who can think any other, but that the Great 
God.looſeth- much Glory by our Ignorance; for how can 
we give htm the Honour due to his Name, while we con- 
.ceive too. narrowly of Him, and Þ15 Works: To know 
him as he is, is patſt the Capacity of our finite Underſtand- 
ing, we muſt have other Eyes to dilcern that incompre- 
henſible Goodneſs ; but to ſee him 1n his-Divine and Mi- 
raculous Works,is that whereof we ſhould be inquiſitive ; 
neither 15 there any thing 1n'the World, that can fo much 
import us ; for if we coul:4 conceive aright of this ſenti- 
ble and material World, it is enough to amaze the moſt 
enlightned Reaſon-of Humanity. 

| For it;this Globe of Earth, in regard of the immence 
Greatneſs, be accounted a World ? what {hall we ſay of 
| ſo 
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ſo many thouſand Stars, which are for the moſt part ſo 
much bigger than the Earth ? how then I ſay can we but 
admire ſo many thouſand Worlds of rouling Light, con- 
tinually over our heads, made by the Omnipotent Power, 


and all regularly guided by the Infinite Providence of the. 


great God, how 1lenderly muſt that Man think of the 
workmanſhip of the Almighty, that looks upon all theſe 
but as ſo many Torches let up ia the Firmament, only ſo 
bigs as they ſeem; and contrarily with what awful reſ- 
| pects muſt he needs be carrie to his Creator, that knows 
the vaſtneſs and perpetual motions of thoſe Glorious Bo- 
dies, ruled and upheld by the. mighty Word that made 
them. 


Brute Creatures may behold theſe viſſible things per- 


haps with ſharper Eyes than us, bur Spiritual Objects are 
{o farr out of their reach, as if they had no being ; near- 
, eſt therefofe to Beaſts, are thoſe men, who ſuffer them- 
ſelves to be led wholly by their Szaces, as to beleive no- 
thiag but what is ſuggeited by the purblind and untaith- 
ful Informer ; let ſuch men doubt whither they have a 
Soul in their Body or no, becauſe their Eyes never ſaw it, 
or that there are any Stars in the Firmament at noon day, 
becauſe they appear not, or that there is any Air where- 
in they breath, becauſe nothing appears to them, but an 
Inſenſ1ble Vacuity ; ſurely all that know they have Souls 
muſt of neceſſity beleive the: rule and'government of An- 
gels, which they, {ce not : If from. no —_— _— yet 
out-of that Anology, which they cannot but find between 
this leſſer and the greater World, for as this little World 
Man, conſifts of an outward viſſible Body, and an inward 
Spiritual Soul, which gives Life and. Motion to that = 
nical Frame, fo poſſeſſing all parts, that it is wholly in all, 
and if each part wholly ; ſo mult it be alſo in the great 
Univerſe, the ſ{ealible and material part whereof hath. be- 
ing 
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ing and moving from thoſe Spiritual Powers, both Su- 
pream and Subordinate, which dwell 1n it, and allo fill 
and actuate it, therefore every rational Man looks about 
with no other Eyes than St. Paul's i-2.Cor, 4. 18.We look 
zot at the things which are ſcen, "but at the things which are not 
ſeen: for the thinss which are ſeen are temporal, but the thinss 
which are not ſeen are Eternil. | 

There is multiplicity enough of wonders 1n the viſible 
World, but the ſpiricual and intelligable World, is that 
which is more worthy to rake up our Hearts, both as we 
are Men indued with Reaſon, and allo that the Infinite 
Goodneſs hath been pleaſed to enhghren our Eyes,ro Con- 
template on things above : So I ſhall conclude this Diſ- 
courſe with the words of St. Paul Row. 1:20. For the Ins 
viſible things of him from the Creation of the World, are clear- 
ly ſeen, being underſtood, by the things that are gpade, even 
his Eternal Power and Gca-head..
